CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 26.— 
Residents of eleven Ohio cities 
which have community funds have 
contributed $8,100,050 for this 
form of organized charity. Ten of 


the 11 communities raised amounts 
in excess of their own expectations. 

Cleveland, with the largest com- 
munity fund in the world, raised 
$5,418,524. The goal was $5,400,- 
000. In addition, greater Cleve- 
land recently approved $40,000,000 
worth of bond issues with the 
thought that public improvements 
would provide work for thousands 
of men who might otherwise be un- 
employed during the next several 
months. 

Columbus raised $845,632 for its 
community chest. Its goal was 
$751,458. Dayton pledged $796,- 
588: Akron $651,585. Warren, the 
only one of the 11 cities to fall 
short of its goal, raised $155,773, 
which was $52,000 more than it 
ever was able to raise before.

The high cost of towel service 


adopted by the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety, which now provides the 
four buildings of the City Hall 
group with towels at a cost of $300 
a year, instead of the former bill 
of $4800 a year.

TOKIO, Nov. 26.—A total of 250 
deaths in today’s earthquake on the 
Izu Peninsula is reported with fig- 
ures from nearly all districts com- 
piled. The Home Office listed 152 
persons as seriously injured; 645 
houses destroyed and 4499 build« 
— —— 2 Seventy- 


in the Hakone district. 

The earthquake shook towns and 
villages of Northern Izu Peninsula, 
“the playground of Japan,” at 4:30 
a. m., (3:03 p. m. St. Lonis time 
Tuesday). The shock came as @ 
climax to a series of earthquakes 
in that area since Nov. 10. ‘ 
The stricken district is 125 miles 
southwest of Tokio. 

Fires, landslides and bursting 
reservoirs added to the havoc after 
the earthquake had reached its 


maximum violence. Property losses 


are at many millions of yen. 
Reports indicate the heartest 
blow fell upon the area extending 
from Mishima to Numazu, a region 
about 15 miles long and five to ten 
miles wide. The village of Nira- 
yama was wiped out, 69 persons 
being killed there. Nagoka, a hot 
springs resort, also was destroyed 
and 22 perished there.

Daisy Devoe Formally W 
of Stealing $16,000 From 
Movie Actress.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Nov. 26.—

employed her as confidential sec. 
retary, was at liberty today under 
a $1000 bond, charged by the grand 
jury on 37 counts of grand larceny 
from her former employer.

Following Miss Devoe’s dismissal 
she commented freely on her bust- 
ness relations with the actcess. She 
said she had saved Miss Bow's 
money, ‘sometimes against the ac- 
tress’ will. She said she originated 
the idea of stopping payment on 
more than $13,000 in checks Miss 
Bow was alleged to have given a 
Nevada gambling house in. pay- 
ment for an evening's entertain- 
ment. 

Several days later Miss Devoe 
charged she had been held in 
technical custody bf District At- 
torney’s investigators for 63 hours. 
She said the investigators had 
forced her to open her strong box 
and confiscated some of her per- 
sonal belongings along with checks 
and other property belonging to 
Miss Bow. 

The actress then asked for «& 
criminal complaint against Miss 
Devoe which the District Attorney 
said she refused to sign, and the 
matter was turned over to the 
grand jury. 

Miss Devoe instituted a suit for 
$5000 damages and return of jew- 
elry against the county prosecutor 
and Miss Bow. charging illegal ar- 
rest and confiscation of the ar- 
ticles.

Old Line eDalers Explain 
Attitude Toward Co-op- 
eratives Sponsored by 
Farm Board. 


The Department of Agriculture 
inquiry into charges that two live- 
stock co-operatives sponsored by 
the National Farm Board have been 
boycotted by other dealers at Na- 
tional Stockyards was ended today, 
after testimony had been given for 
three weeks. 

The record of the case, 3000 
pages, will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington for review by Secretary of 
Agriculture Hyde, whose decision 
will be announced after attorneys 
for the defendants have argued the 
case orally before him. If he finds 
that a boycott existed, he may sus- 
pend from business the firms found 
to have participated in it. 

The final move of defense attor- 
neys was to read into the record a 
motion calling upon Hyde te odis- 
qualify himself, which was accom- 
panied by an affidavit signed by 
M. W. Borders Cr., of defense coun- 
sel, charging that Hyde is preju- 
diced against the defendants. Ex- 
aminer J. B. Horigan, who presided 
at the hearing, withheld a ruling 
on the motion. Horigan is a mem- 
ber of Hyde's legal staff. 

Testimony in defense of 46 old 
line dealers who were cited, ended

this morning with completion of 


the cross-examination of W. A. 


Moody, president of St. Louis Live- 
stock Exchange. The Farmers’ 
Livestock Commission Co. ,a co- 
operative not recognized by the 
Farm Board, which was also 
charged with participating in a 
boycott, presented a sepaarte de- 
fense. Frank B. Young, manager 
of the company, was its only wit- 
ness. 


Explains His Attitude. 

Young testified his company re- 
fused to do business with the Na- 
tional Order Buying Co., largely 
because of its affiliation with the 
Producers’ Livestock Commission 
Association, the other concern said 
to have been boycotted.

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—A paid 
police informer told a court in- 
quiry into New York's Magistrate 
Courts today that he had helped 
to “frame” on vice charges 30 or 
40 innocent women, one of whom 
is still in prison. 


“Chile” Acuna, sleek, mustached 
and nicknamed for the South 
American country of which he is 
a native, told an Appellate Court 
referee he had earned $25 to $50 
apiece for trapping women on 
trumped-up vice charges. He said 
a police inspector had instructed 
him to perjure himself when testi- 
fying in the cases so no complicity 
between himself and police would 
be apparent. He said he himself 
had been railroaded to jail because 
he nm to A through with one 
“framed’ 

Many ore — cases of which the 
informer told were listed in the 
diary of John C. Weston, process 
server and “prosecutor” in Wom- 
en’s Court, who testified Monday 
that he had received $20,000 in 
bribes over a period of several 
years for moving the dismissal of 
cases against women brought into 
the court on immorality and other 
charges. 

One innocent girl, Acuna said, 
pleaded guilty because police said 
they would tell her parents if she 
didn’t, 

oj Extortion Plot. 

Women were barred from the 
courtroom while Acuna, spread on 
the record his account of alleged 
“fixing” and “framing” against 
women from whom he said money 
was extorted for their release. 

When he concluded the referee 
adjourned the inquiry subject to 
call. The probe was undertaken 
by the Appellate Supreme Court at 
Gov. Roosevelt’s direction, and 
deals’ with Magistrates’ Courts in 
Manhattan and the Bronx. 

Acuna testified he went to the 
home of two women on the 
tip of a friend. He gave the 
friend’s name and the women in- 
vited him in. He tried in vain to 
trap them into violating the, law, 
he said. 

Twenty minutes after his en- 
trance, as was the custom, he tes- 


‘tified, four detectives burst into 


the place. Acuna said he took the 
detectives into a side room and ex- 


‘| plained the women were not im- 


moral. 
“That doesn’t make any differ- 


ence,” he quoted one of the de- 
tectives. We'll take them up 
anyway.“ 


Named as Giving Bribe. 

The officer listed in the case 
was William J. O’Connor, named 
by Weston Monday as an officer 
who often gave him bribes for 
dropping prosecution. Weston's 
diary indicated such a bribe was 
passed in the case of, the two 
women. 

Acuna told another story of help- 
ing to frame, early in 1929, a 
girl who is still serving time in a 
reformatory on the charge the wit- 
ness said today was false. 

The girl was identified as “Mar- 
gy Wharton” and Referee Seabury, 
conducting the Appellate Court in- 
quiry, told Prosecutor Isador Kres- 
sel to get into immediate touch 
with officials and look up the 
girl’s case. Miss Wharton was sent 
to the reformatory March 11, 1929, 
under sentence by Jean Norris, one 
of New Tork's two woman Magis 
trates, 

Acuna named a detective as hav- 
ing employed him and another 
man to lure Miss Wharton and a 
friend into a date.“ The girls 
failed to keep the date; Acuna said, 
and he and the other man learned 
their address and knocked on their 
door. The men were refused ad- 
mittance, said Acuna, but detec- 
tives rushed in and arrested the 
girls anyway. ‘ 

Im Himself. 

Acuna said another attempt to 
frame a woman had resulted in his 
own imprisonment because he re- 
fused to go through with it. A 
friend of the girl involved threat- 
ened to thrash him if he testified 
against her, Acuna said, so know- 
ing she was innocent, he took the 
stand and testified in her favor. 
Later the police swore at him, the 
witness continued, and tried to 
strike him, and two days later he 
was arrested for soliciting a police

Chicago Quarter aid Michi-

NEW YORK, Nov. 26. 

HE fifteenth anniversary All- 
123 selected by Walter 

Camp, in 1904, was notable 
chiefly for the inclusion of two 
Mid-Western stars whose brilliance 
has preserved them as all-time fig- 
ures in the football hall of fame 
— Willie Heston of Michigan and 
Walter Eckersall of Chicago. 

The All-America business already 
was undergoing repairs to keep 
pace with the growth of the grid- 
iron game. Camp was gazing well 
beyond the old Big Three for his 
material. 

Dartmouth, Columbia, West 
Point, Chicago, Michigan, Cornell 
and Carlisle had gained representa- 
tion in the front line, but 1904 
marked the firs® year in which so 
many as two players from beyond 
the Alleghenies ‘“‘crashed” the first 
team. ‘Nowadays the majority 
come from the wide open spaces. 

Heston won a berth on the first 
team in 1903, but he and Eckersall 
so captured Camp’s fancy the fol- 
lowing year that the Yale man de- 
voted most of his All-America anal- 
ysis to descriptions of their ability. 


“This Man Eckersall.“ 

* HIS man Eckersall, weigh - 
ing just under 150 pounds, 
can punt 60 yards, drop- 

kick with disconcerting accuracy 

and in more than one game has 
actually decided the issue by drop- 
kicking.” Camp wrote. 

“He is a remarkable tackler: and 
as for running in a broken field, 
he is a wonder. He ran 105 yards 
for a touchdown against Wiscon- 
sin.“ 

Eckersall played quarterback at 


reer, but he was placed at end on 
Camp's 1904 team in order to in- 
stall Stevenson of Pennsylvania in 
the directing backfield position. 

Eckersall was the quarterback 
choice for the next two years, how- 
ever, and clearly established him- 
self as one of the greatest players 
Of all time. 

“Heston gained more ground 
than any other back on the grid- 
iron,” Camp noted. “The position 
of captain militated not at all 
against his effectiveness. Weigh- 
ing over 180 pounds, able to run 
100 yards in less than 10 2-5 sec- 
onds, compactly and muscularly 
built, practically unhurtable. as 
his record shows, Heston went 
through the season at top speed. 

“He perfected the use of the 
straight arm, and Once past the 
line of scrimmage it was almost 
impossible to stop him except by 
getting behind his arm. In the 
Chicago game he carried the ball 
for 240 yards, a total of 38 times 
for an average of over six yards,”

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MISSIONARIES SLAIN 
BLAMED BT INDIANS 
FOR BRAZIL PLAGUE

CHICAGO, Nov. 26.— Letters 
made public today from Miss Mil- 
dred Kratz, one of two mis- 
sionaries recently slain in an In- 
dian uprising in the State of Matto 
Grosso, Brazil, tell of belief by the 
Indians that the missionaries had 
brought a plague on them. 

The other’ victims were the Rev. 
Arthur F. Tyler and his 2-year-old 
daughter, Marian, of Worcester, 
Mass. News of the killings reached 
the United States on Nov. 9. 

The letters, addressed to Miss 
Kratz’s brother, the Rev. Ronald 
Kratz, and to a friend, Mrs. Willis 
Bowen, describe an epfdemic of 
something like the grippe among 
the Indians and of the visit of two 
of them, so Ill that they were be-

HEADED TWO RUSSIAN 
RESCUE EXPEDITIONS 


Once Crossed Greenland on 
Skis — Decorated by His 
Own and Many Other 


Governments. 


By the Associated Press. 
OSLO, Norway, Nov. 26.—Capt. 


Otto Sverdrup, who was skipper 
of Fridtjof Nansen's famous Arctic 
ship, the. Fram, in 1893, died here 
today after a brief illness, at the 
age of 76. 

Next to Roald Amundsen and 
Nansen himself, Sverdrup was 
Norway’s greatest Arctic explorer. 


‘He was a world-wide authority on 
polar pavigation, and a close friend 
of most of those wha spent years 
of their lives charting the islands 
and continents of the Arctic. 
Once he turned his back on the 
Arctic and went to Cuba to man- 
age a tobacco and cotton planta- 
tion. But he was not tempera- 
mentally suited for a job like that 
and the enterprise failed. 

Once he crossed Greenland on 
skis with Nansen. It was the first 
time that desolate territory had 
ever been traversed by white men. 
The Norwegian Government 
granted him a life pension. His 
own King was only one of many 
monarchs and Government chiefs 
to decorate him with high honors. 
He conducted expeditions to 
Franz Josef Land; along the north- 
ern Siberian coast, and elsewhere 
in the Arctic. 

Twice he headed expeditions to 
search for lost Russian exploring 
parties, once in 1914 aboard the 
ship Eclipse, which was forced to 
spend the winter north of Siberia, 
ice-bound, and in 1920 to the Kara 
Sea to seek a Russian party ice- 
bound in the steamer Salovic. 
Growing old, he gave his expert 
advice to rescue parties arranged 
for lost members of the Nobile ex- 
pedition and for Amundsen, his 
friend of long standing, who was 
lost in an airplane off Tromsoe in 
a futile attempt to aid Gen. Nobile.

Testimony of defense witnesses 
in the $100,000 libel suit of James 
P. Sullivan against the Connecti- 
cut Mutual Life Insurance Co. and 
its St. Louis agent, Stratford Lee 
Morton, on trial before Circuit 


Judge Brackman at Clayton, dealt 
largely yesterday with the defini- 
tion of the word “twisting,” as 
used by insurance men. 


Sullivan, former general agent 
for the Lincoln National Life In- 
surance Co., alleges he lost his 
means of livelihood for several 
months as a result of charges of 
“twisting,” made by Morton to the 
Lincoln National and to the State 
Insurance Department. 

Joseph F. Holland, Deputy State 
Insurance Superintendent, the first 
witness after defense demurrers 
were overruled, defined the word 
as denoting the practice of an in- 
surance salesman in suggesting 
that a policy-holder in another 
company surrender that insurance 
and take out new insurance with 
the company represented by the 
salesman. He declared the State 
Insurance Department construed 
such action, whether the deal was 
consummated or not, as “twisting,” 
regardless also, of whether there 
was fraud or misrepresentation. 
Shows Order Against “Twisting.” 

Holland produced an order of 
the department in 1915, stating 
“twisting and filching of business” 
would not be permitted. While 
Holland explained that Missouri 
had no specific statute on the sub- 
ject, he said the Legislature had 
given the Insurance Department 
“broad powers in keeping with its 
position as a protector of the peo- 
ple against unscrupulous practices 
and as a part of the police power 
of the State.” Agents must be 
licensed by the department before 
they can do business in Missouri. 

Sullivan and witnesses called by 
him in defining “twisting” had in- 
sisted that “fraud or misrepre- 
sentation” must be shown in order 
to prove the charge. 

Other witnesses called by the de- 
tense included members of a com- 
mittee of the St. Louis General 
Agents’ and Managers’ Association 
and the Life Underwriters’ Associ- 
ation, named in a letter of com- 
plaint to the State Insurance De- 
partment and signed by Morton as 
chairman of the committee.

Sanatorium Treatment. 
HEN a diagnosis of tubercu- 


losis has been made, and sana- 
torium treatment has been recom- 
mended, it is not uncommon for 
the patient to feel that something 
like a sentence of death has been 
passed upon him. 
Usually, nothing can be further 
from the truth. In fact, there is a 
positive dearth of sanatoriums for 
the far advanced cases of tubereu- 
losis. Most institutions for tuber- 
culosis prefer to take, or accept 
only, the early or moderately ad- 


Sanatorium treatment is advised 
for a number of good 
among which the principal one is 
that the patient curing in a tuber- 
culosis institution learns there how 
to live with his disease. 

Tuberculosis is a chronic disease, 
Its beginning is usually slow and 
insidious. Its progress is seldom 
Recovery too, is a slow pro- 
cess, requiring years for completion. 

During this period the patient 
must literally live with his disease. 
It must enter into his everyday ac- 
tivities, into his working and sleep- 
ing hours. In fact, how quick and 
how permanent his recovery is de- 
pends very largely on how wisely

he is taught in the most effective 
manner how to conduct himself so 
that he is neither a danger to him- 
self or to others. 

In a word, a sanatorium is an in- 
stitution where the tuberculosis in- 
dividual ‘learns a new method of 
This method, with some 
modifications, he must follow when 
he returns home. 

The average time spent by pa- 
tients in a tuberculosis sanatorium 
is less than six months.
